Insurance 


Dr., A. MeGugan, Secretary of 
State’ Health and Insurance Com- 
mission, outlined the Commission's 
re¢ommendation for a echeme for 
health insurance in Alberta, in the 
Qhurch Hall on Friday evening. , 

_ On'y the salient features covering 
proposed services, organization and 
cots were prosenbed. Further de- 
tails of the scheme may be. obtained 
in the Commission's Final Report, 
on application to the Provincial De- 


f partment of Health. 


One fact regarding th: Commis- 
sion’s proposals is emphasized. The 
(whem does not contemplate any 
new expenditure. In the past,-med- 
ical services have been provided ei- 
ther at the expense of the individ- 
ual or the municipality or the pro- 
fessional and hospital bodies giving 
the service. The Insurance principle 
—that’ of spreading a risk over a 
large group of year rather than ex- 
posing the individual to an over- 
vinilming expenditure should he be 
ecmfronted with a serious illness—is 
applied. The schome adopts the 
principic of compulsory contribu- 
tion so that the improvident will be 
obliged, while he is employed, to 
make provizion for the eventuality of 
itmess. By this provision it is hoped 
‘that the municipality will be reliev- 


ed, xn part at least, of the burden of |, 


the care of the indigent sick. 

‘Services to individuals. include; all 
general, medical and obstetrical ser- 
vices, including diagnozis and treat- 
mest and afl general’ surgical ser- 
vices, both major and minor. 

Referred services, both medical and 
surgical when in the opinion of the 
family physician or the Professional 
P-ard of Reference, reference 6 
specialists is required. 

Hospital services including X-ray 
laboratory, clinical laboratory and 
public ward nursing service except 
when the patient's illness is of such 
a nature as to requirc private or 
semi-private accommodation. 

Prescribed drugs and surgical, ap- 
pliances, except glasses, which may 
‘ater be provided, if it becomes ev- 
ident that their provision is ¢econ- 
cmically possible. 

Denital services, including. extrac- 
tions, filfings and corrections, © but 
not including plate’, bridge-work or 
any other replacements unless at a 
later date it becomes evident that 
their provision is coouomically pos- 
sible. 

Nursing service:—in the hospital 
cr home nursing services when the 
patient's ccnlition is such that his 
removal to hospital is not-advis- 
noble. : } 

Preventive or Public Health Ser- 
vices. A full time public health ser- 
vice such as now exists in Red Dee 
and High River districts wil be 
provided and ‘has been included in 
the costs of the schenie. 

It is stressed that the proposed 
sdheme can only operate in well set- 
thed districts and that for the sparse- 
ly settled pioneer type of district, 
stiate-assisted medica! and nursing 
services will have to be provided as 
at present. Two types of admin- 
iztrative units are proposed—urban 
and combined. To operate satisfac- 
torily a combined district “will re- 
quire about 20,000 people. It is 
proposed to divide the province into 
medica) districts, each combined dis- 
trict to inelude municipal districts, 
cities, towns and villages within the 
borders of the district. Urban dis- 
tricts would conzist of those cities 
having a population in excess of 
of 20,000 and now ineuding only 
Edmonton and Calgary. It is estim- 
ated that in the more thickly settled 
ereas, five or six contiguous muni- 
cipalities woukl be needed to make 
up the nececsary population. To 
effect the setting up of the organiz- 
tion in a district, a petition con- 
taining the signatures of 25. per 
cent of the voting population re- 
quired. , 

Administrative bodies include A 
Central Commiesion of not more than 
three members who shall be the 
chief. administrative body and _ the 
final court of appeal. 

A Local Advisory Bwvard which 
shall consist of one representative 
from cach mumigipality concerned 
and which sha'l mect at least twice 
a year to consider and make recom- 
mendations to the Commission. 

A non-professional Board of Re- 
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ference consisting of the Chairman 
and Secretary of the Advisory Board) 
and the Representative fnom_ the 
the Municipality concerned. This 
Board. shall consider all complaints 
other than comp aints regarding pro- 
fessional service. 

A Professional Board of Refer- 
ence consisting of a representative 
from the Association of. Governing 
body of the profession concerned, a 
represenative appointed by the Com- 
mission and a_ representative, ap- 
pointed by the local Advisory Board, 
This Board shall consider matters 
involving professional or hospital 
service. 

The essentials of the distribution 
of costs are as follows; The per 
capital éosts for all the above men- 
tioned services is $14.50; which is 
divided as follows; For Employees: 
State 2-9; Employer 2-9; Employee 
5-9. For Individuals not employees, 
Individuals 7-9; State 2-9. 

The contributing unit is the in- 
come-earner and the costs are estim- 
eted on the basis of three  individ- 
uals to each income. On this basis 
tthe scheme will cost an income earm- 
er, who is an emp‘oyee $24.16 per 
year or $2.01 per month, and an in- 
come earner who is in private in- 
dustry $33.83 per month. 

For early application and a prac- 
tical demonstration, it is propoved 
to establish one medical district, the 
services and costs in this divtrict to 
be guaranteed by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment . 

Mr. L. P. Minkler, Town Secret- 
ary officiated as Cheirman and the 
speaker was introduced by Mr. H. 
L. Trame, President of the Board of 
Trade, After answering questions 
which cleared up vague points in 
the minds of his listeners, Dr. Me- 
Gugan was tendered a hearty vote 
of thanks.

1885 Riel 
Rebellion 


After his disastrous experience at 
Duck Lake, Major Crozier returned to 
Fort Oarlton, to await the arrival of 
reinforcements. Gol. Irvine was on 
his way from Prince Albert with a 
force numbering about 120 police and 
volunteers, After a consultation it 
was decided to evacuate Oarlton, and 
after setting the building afire the 
entire foree set out for. Prince Al- 
bert. The result of the fight at Duck 
Lake gave the rebels mere courage, 
and was spread far and wide to the 
various bands of Indians and had the 
efifect of bringing into the field 
many Indian: and breeds who unitil 
(‘then were undecided what to do. 
Raics were made, white women cap- 
tured, mem butchered, and the Frog 
Lake massacre was the direct out- 
come of Crozier’s defeat. 

William Bleasdell Cameron, a 
gentleman weli known to many _ in 
Lacomis2 District, one of the surviv- 
ors of the Frog Lake massacre, in his 
story “The War Trail of Big Bear,’’ 
gives the following dcecription of the 
events on that Thursday, the day be- 
fore Good Friday: 

“Frog Liake was a small hamlet 
that had recently been, established as 
a tradimg post. There were several 
white men and two women, Mrs. 
Gowanlock, wife of a grist-mill and 
eaw-mill owner, and Mrs. Delaney, 
wife of the farm instructor on one 
of the adjacent reserves. There were 
a Hudson’ Bay Company store, and 
a sma!l store kept by George Dill. 
There was a‘so a small Roman 
Catholic church. 

Indians of the local band were on 
gocd terms with the whites, but 
there was also at Frog Lake at this 
time a considerable band of destitute 
and disaffected Plain Orees, nomin- 
ally under the leadership of Big 
Bear, ‘He was peacefully inclined 
but when the trouble started he was 
away on a hunting trip, and the 
leadership-was assuined by the war- 
chief, Wandering Spirit, who was 
determined to Wipe out every white 
man in the -settlement. 
priest at Onion Lake, twenty “miles 
on the way to Piti, had arrived at 
Frog Lake the day before. He, 
Pete Faford, Henty Quinn, Yellow 
Boar (an Indian), and myself, had 
breakfast together about 9:30 in the 
company’s house. I say break-

sible attack by rebels, insisted upon 
the white men attending mdass, 
Cameron, who was not a Roman 
Catholic was ordered to go by Wan- 
dering Spirit himself, and he de- 
cided to obey. 

“The congregation was kneeling. 
A moment later Wandering Spirit 
entered. He wore a lynx-skin war 
bonnett with its five big eagle 
plumes, atji carried a Winchester 
across his arm. He dropped on one 
knee in the centre 6f the church, 
resting the butt of the rife on the 
floor. His eyes burned, and his 
hideow.ly painted face was set in 
lines of ferocious intensity. Never 
shall I forget the fee‘ings his ap- 
pearance excited in me, as he half- 
knelt, glaring up at the altar and 
the white-robed priests in sacrileg- 
ous mockery. He was a demon, a 
wild beast, roused, ruthless, thirsty 
to kil’. I doubted then that we 


should any of us see the out- 
side of the Chapel.” 
The service over, the whites— 


who had been deprived of all arms 
—were compelled to march out to- 
ward the Indian encampment. 
Quinn, the Indian agent, demurred, 
and Wandering Spirit perenned him 
as follows: 

“When you say no, it is no—you 
keep your word. Well, if you care 
for your life, you are going to do 
what I tell you. Go to the camp.” 

“Why should I go there?” asked 
Quinn. ! 

“Never mind about that,’ answer- 
ed the Indian. 

“I shall stay here,” said-the agent, 
and Wandering Spirit shot him dead. 

The general massacre then began. 
A number of Indians rushed upon 
GeorgeDill and killed him. Gowan- 
locks assistant, Gilchrist, was the 
next victim; then Willscraft, an old 
man of 75; then Gowanlock himself. 
The next victim was Delaney. C. 
Gouin, a Sioux halfbreed carpenter, 
met the same fate, as weil as the 
two priests, Fathere Fifzrd and 
Marchand. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Cameron was at 
the store, and only his absence at 
the critical moment ved him from 
death. He managed to escape to 
the words, where the chief of the 
Frog Lake Indians gave him shelter. 

The widowed white women, Mrs. 
Gowrm'cck and Mrs. Delaney, the 
only other survivors oi the 
tragedy, were torn away from the 
bodies cf their husbands and drag- 
gel to an Indian encampment. They 
were caved from a fate worse than 
death ky John Pritchard and other 
half-bre-ds who ransomed them from 
the’ Indians. 

The Cay after Good Friday, some 
cf the bodies of the slain were pllac- 
ed in the church by: halfbreeds, but 
soon afterwards Indians burned the 
little sanctuary down. Twelve years

one’s enemy has its counterpart in 
the case of the city of Hull, Quebec, 
whose city counci! has decided to 
ebandon relief as a municipal oblig- 
ation at the end of this month. If 
it is posvible to see anything funny 
in the ‘situation it is that Hull, as 
all the world knows, is across the 
river from Ottawa and therefore 
at the “back door,’ as The Ottawa 
Citizen says, of Parliament. The 
Sitizen sees in the Hull council's de- 
cision the coming of something in 
the nature of a test case and ob- 
serves that “unemployment insurance 
ond eight-hour days. do not touch 
this pressing and immediate problem 
of 1,250,000 Canadians living from 
hand to mouth on official charity.” 

The unfortunate part of the bus- 
iness is, of course, that the destitute 
families of Hul! are apparently to 
be made the unwilling victims of the 
experiment. There are several hun- 
dred such families and Hull city 
council knows they cannot be allow- 
ed to starve. And it is inconceivable 
that the families themselves will take 
the matter lying down, although, as 
Mr. Stevens ‘ately pointed out the 
patience of the poor is a “terrible” 
phenomenon’. 

From.the broader point of view of 
national relief policy, however, the 
threat of Hull may serve a useful 
purpose. If a few thousand persons 
begin the process of starvation right 
at the Capital's back door owing to 
determination on the part of a mun- 
icipality to tolerate no longer par- 
lament’s present attitude, the re- 
sponsible authorities may be brought 
to realize that the relief question is 
the most important facing Canada 
today and ought to be tackled im- 
mediately .

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were removed from their first regt- 
ing places to the little cemetery at 
Frog Lake, where smal? iron crosses 
mark the graves of the nine victims. 

In the east as well as the west 
this disaster made a great impression. 
Troops were immediately mobilized 
and sent west. The first to arrive 
was the Winnipeg Rifles and the 
Battalion raised by Col. Scott in 
Manitoba; the Midland Battalion, 
picked from seven regiments in the 
Mid’and district of Ontario; the 
65th of Quebec; the Montreal Garri- 
son Artillery; the 7th of London; 
and several troops of scouts were put 
in the field. 

Until the arrival of the troops 
from the east, there was a lu in 
hostilities, while Teneral Middleton 
Yaid his plans, It was decided to 
move directly on Batoche, Riel's 
headquarters, with one column. 
Col, Otter was to proceed from 
Swift Current to Battleford, which 
was in danger of attack by Pound- 
maker and his band. A third column 
under Gen., Strange was to march 
from Calgary to Edmonton, and 
down the North Sasatchewan to Fort 
Pitt. Gen. Middleton reached Olark’s 
Crossing, on the South Saskatch- 
ewan, on April 17. There he di- 
vided his force, sending of it, 
under Col, Montizambert,. with Lord 
Melgund, later Barl of Minto, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, across to 
the north side of the river, and the 
two colamns proceeded down river, 
one on either side. 

On the morning of April 24th, 
Middleton had his first clash with 
the rebels at Fish Creek. At this 
point the breeds and Indians had 
entrenched themselives. It was .a 
well chosen place, covered with 
brush, and close to the trail over 
which Midd'etcn’s force was advanc- 
ing. 

An eyewitness of the skirmish 
gives the following particulars of 
the engagements: 

The Indians mistook Middleton's 
advance for the main force, and fired 
too soon. Several members of the 
guard were shot and the line was 
thrown into confusion. This was 
shortly after 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and the General ordered an im- 
mediate advance. 

With a loud cheer the 90th ex- 
tended into skirmish order as they 
gan firing briskly, being protected 
by a natural parapet of fallen trees 
and boulders. As Middleton’s troops 
moved forward in two wings, rain 
began tio fall, and the smoke hung in 
folds directly in front of the firing 
line, Z Pp 

Ait 10:30. “A’’. Battery, under 
Captain Drury, dastred up with the 
ficldugums and at once opened fire 
on the coulee where the rebels were 
concealed, The houses and barns 
and 


several hay stack> set on fire by 
the shells. The rebels directed a 
terrific fire on the artilery, but were 
forced back in an attempted sortie. 

At 11:45 o’chock Middieton ordered 
a general advance.. The rebels also 
rushed forward, and, as the two 
lines were only 50 pacos apart, the 
fighting was brisk and close. Ev- 
entually “A” Battery'’s foot division 
under Captain Peters, charged the 
ravine and drove the enemy back. 

Just before the general advance, 
a signa? officer was sent to have the 
grenadiers brought over. 

It was not until 1 o’clock that the 
first company of Grenadiers from 
the left column got acros* the river. 
They came up the bank with a rush 
and a cheer, led by Lord Melgund, 
and took their position to the left 
of the | ravine. Lord Melgund’s 
company was soon followed by two 
other companies of the Grenadiers 
under Colonel Grassett, and by two 
guns of the Winnipeg Field Battery 
under Major Jarvis. By 3 o'clock 
with the exception of an occacional 
shot from the pits the rebel fire had 
ceased . 

Middletion had probably about 400 
micat actually engaged, of whom ten 
were killed or died of wounds, while 
40 others were wounded, This 
heavy casualty list shows how ef- 
fective was the firing of the rebel 
chiar hooters, who at no time dur- 
ing the engagement numbered more 
than 150. 

Middleton's men who lost their 
lives at Fish Oreek were the fol- 
lowing: Killed, Gunner D. H. De- 
Danolly, Gunner W. Cook; Privates 
A. W. Ferguson, James Hutchins, 
Goorge Wheeler, William Ennis; died 
of wounds, Lieut. Charle» Swinford, 
Corporal John Code; Private Arthur 
J. Watson, Trooper Baker.

Scientific Research Makes Multiple 
Dyeing Of ‘Textiles Easy 

Scientific research at last has 
solved the problem of multiple color 
dyeing. It is called ‘checkerboard 
dyeing,” according to Elmer C. Ber- 
tolet, head of the department of 
chemistry and dyeing of the Philadel- 
phia Textile school. 

Colorless material may now be 
dipped into a vat of dyestuffs and 
changed into a vivid design of two 
or more colors, he explained. Like- 
wise a group of different fabrics may 
be inserted into the same dyeing vat 
and each one of them emerge a dif- 
ferent color. 

‘The discovery of the checkerboard 
dyeing came as a result of long 
chemical research with dyestuffs and 
of the fibres employed in making 
textiles. - Scientists discovered ele- 
mental differences in chemical and 
physical makeup of various fibres. 
They found the differences of chemi- 
cal reactions. 

From these discoveries dyes have 


*| been developed which color rayon

Between 1895 and 1905, the very 
height of my sporting ambition was 
big game. I usually carried four 
ordinary two bushel, twine sacks and 
when I shot a moose I would bag 
the meat up, carry it a few rods and 
cover it with boughs to make it sus- 
picious-looking to the wolves. Then. 
I would shoulder the head and go to 
camp. When the party of us would 
return the next day to carry out the 
meat I have often seen as high as 
a hundred ravens fly up from’ the 
running gear of one moose. But now 
going over the same ground, I 
haven’t seen a single raven for two 
or three years. 

''You see, the price of furs started 

soaring in 1904 and kept right on 
going up, up. Think of it! Mink 
skins that sold for $1.00 each now 
sell for from 15 to 20 dollars. Fisher 
skins that sold for $3.50 now bring 
$100. And a great many other furs 
soared in proportion. The result is 
that in the last 15 years the woods 
have been overrun with trappers 
and although against the law, the 
majority of them used quantities of 
strychnine and, just as soon as the 
ice will carry a man, about every 
lake in northern Ontario, has poison 
bait or baits upon the ice. Some 
trappers will shoot dear and moose 
for no other purpose than to make 
poison bait of it. By injecting the 
poison into the meat while warm, I 
understand, they make a most dead- 
ly kind of bait. Putting bait on the 
lake gives the trapper the great 
advantage of finding the fox, wolf,, 
fisher, lynx, or whatever animal 
takes the least bite of it. You 
might say with so much poison in 
the woods why don’t this reduce the 
number of wolves? The fact is that 
the wolves are very shy, and it is 
only the few experienced trappers 
that are able to get wolves to take 
poisoned bait. 


In January, 1905, I was with a 
professional trapper. On going to 
his bait on a lake we saw that a 
raven had taken a few pecks of the 
bait, had flown about 50 yards and 
died. A fox had eaten part of the 
raven and lay stretched out within 
20 feet of it. There was a fresh fall 
of snow and as the fox came from 
the direction we were going, tracked 
him back for fully one-half mile, and 
I am absolutely certain he did not 
get any other bait in that distance. 
Hence it is plain to see how the high 
price of furs has all but exterminat- 
ed the raven. Infact, the crow’s 
only enemy, now, are the fox, the 
great horned owl -and_ red-tailed 
hawks, but these three combined 
aren’t one, two, three, with the raven. 
I have been asked by a great many 
people “why didn’t this poison kill 
all the wolves?” In reply to this, 
let me say, the wolf is the shrewdest | 
animal to poison or trap on earth. 
So many inexperienced people, care- 
lessly putting out this poison, caused | 
the wolves to be shy of any cold 
bait they saw. In fact, it is only ex- 
perienced trappers that knew what 
that means. The most experienced! 
trapper gets them taking bait weeks | 
before they put any poison in it.

far sooner loan you my gun and per- 
mit you_to go in there and shoot 100 
pairs of doves than to allow one 
pair of crows to nest there and mur- 
der and terrorize this whole bird 
haven. Remember, here in southern 
Ontario doves nest fom four to five 
times a year. My -intimate friend, 
Mr. W. E. Saunders, of London, On- 
tario, located a dove’s nest here with 
young doves as large as sparrows on 
April 15th. Fully 90 per cent. of 
them cease nesting by September Ist. 
Why, bless your life, these doves 
have got so bold that last summer 
there were three pairs nésting at one 
time on the piles of drain tile at our 
drain tile factory adjoining this little 
sanctuary. And remember, there 
were from five to eight men working 
there all summer, piling out and 
shipping away tile. But one-half 
mile north of here is a ten-acre wood, 
equally as inviting for any desirable 
bird to nest in, but there are no 
doves there, for the simple reason 
that. there is usually a crow’s nest 
in that vicinity. Remember, these 
doves are only one variety of desir- 
able birds that nest in there under 
our protection from the crows, cop- 
pers and sharp shinned hawks. 
Robins and catbirds are wise to this 
protected spot. Really, just isn’t it 
lovely to think, yes, to know, that 
these sweet, lovable creatures are s0 
ready and willing to come to us 
homely, human beings for protec- 
tion? Doesn’t it take us face to face 
with God’s kind promise, “Let man 
have dominion over all.”

First compulsory ‘“one-dish meal” 
of the winter was served through- 
out Germany in all- private houses, 
hotels and restaurants recently in 
place of the ordinary Sunday dinner. 
The menu was fixed by the author- 
ities who offered a choice of one of 
the following dishes, served boiled 
each in a single pot—split peas and 
and beef, mixed 
vegetables and meat.

Had Leterésting Career 


Delivery Boy For English Baker 


Became Millionaire 


This is the story of a baker’s boy 
who became a millionaire—and it is 
the lifemstory of John Henry Scrib- 
bans, who died’ at his home, Little 
Aston Hall, near Birmingham, Eng- 
land, at the age of 58. . 

Mr, Scribbans spent thousands of 
pounds on his Little Aston estate. 
Oak-panelled rooms of his mansion 
had painted ceilings, the beauties of 
which were revealed by floodlights; 
the marble bathroom had a bath of 
onyx and gold; valued bronze statu- 
ary and a fountain adorned the 
grounds. ... 

But one of the most treasured of 
all his possessions was a faded 
photograph of himself standing by 
his old delivery cart with a basket 
of loaves on his arm. 

For Mr. Scribbans began his career 

as a roundsman. As a youth he de- 
livered bread baked by his father, 
who owned a small bakery at Hock- 
ley, Birmingham, and every day was 
out from morning till night with his 
horse and cart until he and his 
brother set up in business on their 
own. 
They prospered. And they became 
heads of a big cake-making concern 
at Smethwick in addition to their 
bakery at Hockley, which still con- 
tinued on the site of their father’s 
premises. 

The brother died in 1922, and in 
1927 Mr. Scribbans sold his interest 
in the cake-making branch, a well- 
known company bearing his name 
being formed with a capital of £1,- 
900,000 to carry it’on. 

He remained managing director of 
the Hockley bakery, but he found 
time to enjoy his riches. 

At the marriage of one of his 
daughters recently the service at 
Little Aston church was relayed to 
crowds outside and about £1,000 was 
spent on a fireworks display. 

Mr. Scribbans leaves a widow, two 
daughters, and a son. The son is a 
director at Hockley.

Jubilee Medals 


| Distribution Will Be Made To Many 


Of King’s Subjects Across 
Canada 

King George is anxious the silver 
jubilee of his accession to the throne 
on May 6 be celebrated in towns 
and hamlets as well.as in large cen- 
tres. 

Lieutenant-governors as repre- 
sentatives of the king will present 
medals in provincial capitals but in 
the other municipalities, mayors will 
act in that capacity, and in smaller 
places reeves will officiate. 

In nine provincial capitals the 
provincial governments, in co-opera- 
tion with. mayors and councils of 
those cities, have been requested to 
organize celebrations, and in all 
other civic and municipal centres in 
each province the respective mayors, 
reeves, wardens and prefects are. re- 
quested to organize and assume 
supervision of similar celebrations, 
in which all national. and patriotic 
associations, school children and the 
public generally will be invited to 
participate. 


Members of all defence forces and’ 


members of the civil service of Can- 
ada will be free to participate in any 
appropriate functions which may be 
arranged by the provincial and local 
authorities to which they are invited. 

By the King’s command medals 
will be struck at the royal mint to 
commemorate. this silver jubilee, 
and a number of these medals will 
be distributed by the king to his 
subjects throughout Canada in recog- 
nition of faithful and distinguished 
public services. It is proposed that 
each medal so awarded will be ac- 
companied by a letter from Bucking- 
ham palace, written to each recipient 
by the king’s command. 

On accession day these medals 


| will be presented by the governor- 


general to those residing in Ottawa, 
by the respective lieutenant-govern- 
ors to those residing in each provin- 
cial capital, and by the mayors of 
other cities and towns and _ the 
wardens or prefects of municipal 
districts to those residing within 
their respective jurisdictions,” 

Hon. C. H. Cahan will have general 
supervision of the arrangements for 
celebrating this silver jubilee, and he 
will be advised by a committee con- 
sisting of Sir George Perley, Right 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, Hon. 
Maurice Dupre and G. G. Coote, M.P.

Cable Testing Machine

Largest machine of its kind in the 
British Empire, the cable testing 
apparatus in the Ontario Department 
of Mines was used to test a cable for 
use in one of the large Ontario mines 
and designed to handle loads of 50,- 
000 pounds. The cable stood a strain 
of more than 300,000 pounds before 
breaking. 

Officials said all new cables used 
in the mines must be able to pull at 
least six times as much-as the 
actual load before breaking under 
the strain and this specimen carried 
out the requirement.

Restore Wage Cuts 


And Get A Rebuke From Premier 
Of Manitoba 

The Winnipeg city council was re- 

buked in the Manitoba legislature by 

Premier John Bracken because it had 

restored wage cuts while accepting 

$1,000,000 annually from the Mani- 


‘toba government toward unemploy- 


ment relief costs. 

Premier Bracken voiced his criti- 
cism after Mayor John Queen, a 
Labor member for Winnipeg, had 
suggested restoration of a seven per 
cent. wage reduction to civil serv- 
ants. Estimates were under discus- 
sion at the time. 

The province could not undertake 
to restore civil salary reduction as 
long as unemployment relief expen- 
ditures piled up the provincial debt, 
Premier Bracken declared. 


Minimum Wage Act 


Manitoba Provides For Men Who Are 
Part Time Workers 


The Manitoba minimum wage board 
has taken under its wing men who 
do work usually done by boys and 
part-time workers, Boot-blacks, de- 
livery boys and bowling alley attend- 
ants are included in a minimum 
wage schedule effective March 1, call- 
ing for $8 a week for the first six 
months, $9 for the next six months 
and $10 a week after a year’s em- 
ployment.. A 48-hour week Is fixed 
by the order, 

Employees on a part-time or piece- 
work basis shall have to be paid for 
at least four hours of any day they 
are required to work and on a pay-

BIG WHEAT STATES 
HIT BY DROUTH 
~—— 

The winter wheat crops in © cer- 
tain parts of Kansas, Nebraska, Ok- 
lahoma and Texas are in jeopardy 
after devastating windstorms have 
ravaged them. This situation ap- 
plics principally to the western por- 
tion of Kansas, which is the largest 
wheat growing state in the Union, 
to western Oklahoma and to the 
Panhandle of Texas. This entire 
region suffered severe:y from the 
drouth and du:t storms last year 
and the present outlook is an om- 
inous one. 

The four states mentioned norm- 
ally seed some 25,000,000 acres in 
wheat and the average production 
is around 265,000,000 bushels, or 
about the same a~ Western Canada's 
wheat production dast year. ° The 
area included in the four states is 
the most important wheat produc- 
ing region in all the United States. 
While not all the acreage seeded is 
under the menace of the savage dust 
corms, a large percentage of it is 
suffering severely from that cause. 

Much of the land now being whip- 
ped into the air by the wind was 
brought into cultivation during the 
war and subsequent years when high 
prices for wheat prevailed. A 
great dea! of it can be characterized 
as marginal land, as rainfall is not 
heavy. Perhaps the constant crop- 
ping of wheat is responsible for the 
present tendency of soil drifting. 
The same thing has been experienced 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Man- 
itoba . This lesson ecems to have 
been learned at a heavy cost. 

On the whole the United States 
winter wheat crop. seems to prom- 
ise a better yie’d than last year be- 
cause eastern and central states have 
had better weather, but the heavy 
producing winter wheat states are 
certainly facing a hazardous outlook. 
Tt may be years before large areas 
of wheat lands in the regions refer- 
red to regain sufficient fertility to 
produce large crops.

The water 
present in poultry and meat products 
does not all freeze at a definite tem- 
perature, but rather the amount 
frozen gradually increases as_ the 
temperature is lowered, and freezing 
is probably not complete until tem- 
peratures of about -50 degrees F. are 
reached. In general, the frozen pro- 
duct can be held longer the lower the 
temperature, but, with practical con- 
siderations in mind, temperatures 
from 0 to -5 degrees F. are recom- 
mended. 


| Little Journeys In Science 


PROTEINS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 
Proteins are very complex sub- 
stances which always contain the 
element nitrogen. Protoplasm can- 
not be formed without’ proteins, and 
thus we see that life itself is depend- 
ent. upon them. The word protein 
comes from a Greek word meaning 
“to take the first place’, because the 
importance of this group of sub- 
stance was early recognized. 
Proteins occur in all living matter 
and are present in all natural food 
stuffs. Due to the fact that they 
are the chief constituents of living 
animal tissue, they are most plentiful 
in animal foods, such as meat, eggs 
and fish. ‘ 
Scientists have found proteins to 
be the most complicated substances 
ever studied. They have found that 
all proteins contain carbon, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, oxygen and sulphur, 
while some also contain phosphorous. 
Small quantities of other elements 
are found in certain proteins, 
Proteins are used by the body for 
building tissue, and also for produc- 
ing energy. For providing the ma- 
terial for growth in children, and for 
repairing waste tissue in adults, they 
cannot be replaced by any other 
foods. The proteins obtained from 
animal foods, such as meat, milk and 
eggs are more valuable for these pur- 
poses than the proteins in vegetables. 
Milk is a valuable source of protein 
and is especially good for children. 
Science has shown that there are 
thousands of different kinds'of pro- 
teins varying in structure and qual- 
ity. During the process of digestion, 
the proteins are decomposed into 
simpler substances, known as an 
acid, These are absorbed and recom- 
bined

Sweet Peas must be planted just 
as soon as it is possible to get a 
spade in the ground. There usually 
are one or two days in early April 
when it is possible to work up the 
soil in the warmest part of the 
garden, and this is the time and 
place for these flowers. They have 
best results in a climate where the 
summer nights are 
cool. They must have extra water 
during dry weather. It is advisable 
to sow in a trench and support on 
brush, strings or poultry _ netting. 


The trench should be dug a foot deep | 


and in it put three or four inches of 
well rotted leaves, or manure. This, 
in addition to plant food provides 
open material in which a deep root 
system can be developed. On top 
will be three inches of fine garden 
soil and place in this the seed, about 
two inches apart and the same deep. 
Gradually tthe spring and summer 
rains will fill in the remainder of the 
trench assuring stout stems and 
abundant deep roots. If the flowers 
are picked daily, they will bloom 
from early July until frost. 


Starting Plants In Beds 
Where many plants are wanted, 


the best arrangement for starting! 
seed indoors is a hot bed, though! 


where only a few plants are required, 
a shallow box in a sunny window 
will be sufficient. A hot bed simply 
consists of an old window sash laid 
on a wooden framework about 18 
inches high, which contains two 
inches of fine garden soil on a layer 
of fresh, slightly strawy, horse man- 
ure. In an open place and. facing 
south, dig a pit of the same dimen- 
sions as the window frame and about 
a foot deep. Into this put the 
manure. (If frost prevents digging,\ 
simply pile on top of the ground.) 
When well pressed down, the layer 
of manure should be about 18 inches 
thick. It is held in place by the sidés 
of the pit and the frame. On top is 
placed two inches of light garden 
soil, preferably mixed with a little 
sand. The window is fitted snugly 
into place on top and should be 
about 15 inches above the soil at the 
back and 9 inches at the front to 
allow rain to run off and also to 
catch the full rays of the sun. At 
first the soil will heat rapidly, but in 
about three days it will have cooled 
to around 80 degrees which is the 
proper temperature. The seed is 
planted in rows about two inches 
apart, and the bed watered frequent- 
ly. On warm days it will be neces- 
sary to ventilate by raising the 
window frame an inch or so. When 
the second set of leaves develop 
thin. The seedlings are transplant- 
ed to a cold frame, which is the 
same as a hot bed only without the 
heating manure, about three weeks 
before going outside. Here they are 
hardened thoroughly before being set 
out‘in their permanent quarters. No 
heating material is needed in the 
house, otherwise the procedure is 
practically the same. Boxes about 
three inches deep are filled with a 
mixture of sand and light soil and 
placed in a bright window, where, 
preferably, there is a double glass, 
to prevent cold draughts at night.

| Small 


Underwater Craft Valuable 
Addition To British Fleet 


Britain’s latest “pocket .sub- 
| marine,” now being tested in the 
;Channel, is showing remarkable 
qualities of seaworthiness, quick 


diving and deadliness in attack. 

The submarine, the H.M.S Shark, 
is @ mere pigmy compared with the 
big overseas type of 1,500 tons which 
preceded her, She is barely 200 feet 
| long, 24 feet broad, with a displace- 
|ment of 670 tons. Yet she can 
“taxi” over 2,000 miles on the sur- 
face or, at full power, travel at near- 
ly 16 miles per hour underwater. 

For rapid diving she is unequalled 
by any other submarine.. She can 
| perform a crash dive in 30 seconds. 
| In the bows are mounted six tubes 
| for discharging the powerful 21-inch 
| torpedo, a salvo of which would dis- 
| able any battleship afloat. On deck 

two small quick-firing guns are 
| oanee for use against hostile air- 
craft or light surface patrols. 
Eleven of these powerful and 
| handy little submarines are to be 
built. They are intended chiefly for 
coast defence, but would be quite 
capable of undertaking operations 
farther afield if necessary. They 
have the additional advantage of 
| being comparatively cheap, costing 
| only about £50,000 each.
